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mosednt, OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The past year has been a trying one in many respects. 
It has been difficult to secure and also to retain teachers, 
but Dunbarton has been fortunate in regard to that and 
at one school only have changes been necessary. Miss Elsa 
Schmidt at Burnham Hill and Miss Sarah Ames at North 
Dunbarton have taught the entire year. At the Center 
school Miss Margaret D. Clark taught the spring term and 
then resigned to take a position in the Hopkinton schools. 
Miss Rose Donovan taught part of the fall term, resigning 
November 15 to take a position in the Newport schools. 
Mrs. Lena Lord, who formerly taught in our schools, 
kindly consented to finish the term. Mrs. Alice Hadley 
taught the winter term and by so doing enabled the school 
board to keep the school open. , 

While the influenza was prevalent in October all of the 
schools were closed from a week to ten days and absences 
were numerous all the fall. 

The schoolhouse at North %unbarton has been repaired 
in accordance with the requirements of the State Board; it 
has cost much more than was anticipated, but the general 
advance in prices of material and labor made it impossible 
to do the work within the appropriation. 

The attention of the district is called to the lack of edu- 
cational advantages in the Montalona district; no school 
has been held there for five terms, the pupils having been 
transported to Bow and Goffstown; there have been few 
scholars and the board has not felt warranted in going to 
the expense of opening the school for three or four puptts. 
The present condition, however, cannot continue indefinitely. 
It is not fair to the east part of the town, nor will it add to 
the good reputation of Dunbarton. The board would be 
glad to open the school there, but in view of the expense 
would prefer to have that matter fully discussed at the 
annual meeting and decided by the district, and, to that end

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board of Dunbarton: 

I herewith submit my third report as superintendent of 
Dunbarton schools. 

The past school year, from February, 1918, to the pres- 
ent time, has been a busy one for all concerned, and in 
some respects a troublesome one. The school children have 
had not only their regular school work, but have been re- 
quired to keep in close touch with war conditions and hap- 
penings. The war gardens, though injured somewhat by the 
early frosts, thereby discouraging the youngsters in their 
garden attempts, has nevertheless proven very satisfactory. 
From reports made to me, I have found the value of food 
products raised by the pupils of our schools has been this 
year $562.80 and I have so reported to the state disector of 
school gardens. 

The troubles of the year have been caused principally by 
the influenza epidemic and the shortage of teachers. Only 
one school has been hindered in its work from the latter 
cause, while all have suffered more or less from the former. 
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Individual absences have retarded the regular class work 


to such an extent that at the present time all classes are a 
little behind scheduled work. I think the year’s work can 
be brought to required standard if we can have regular 
attendance on the part of the pupils this coming term. 

The work accomplished by the teachers thus far, under 
discouraging circumstances, fias been very commendable. 
The pupils have, for the most part, come to realize that 
class standing and promotions depend upon work actually 
done. As a result they work better and are accomplishing 
more than formerly. The general interest of the children 
in their school work is significant and very pleasing. 

The second graduating exercises, of those having com- 
pleted eight grades of school work in Dunbarton, were very 
interesting and pleasing to the large audience assembled in 
the town hall last June. The four graduates were, Arthur 
G. Bingham, Arthur Hadley, Harold E. Heacock, and 
Warren Weatherbee. 

As to the future. The war has taught us many things 
about our American schools. One very prominent thing is 
that the schools have failed miserably in dealing with the 
physical condition of their pupils. We have prided our- 
selves that the country school did not need to do what many 
city schools were obliged to do for the health of the pupils; 
that the country boy was a better specimen of manhood 
physically than the city boy. The statistics furnished by the 
board of examiners for military service disproves this 
theory. Our eyes have been opened. School officials, in 
the future, will be very much at fault unless they shall give 
great attention to the physical side of education. Better 
lighted, better heated and better ventilated school buildings, 
and more sanitary toilets will be required and should be 
insisted upon by the parents of school children. A sound 
physical condition is the only rock bottom foundation upon 
which to build an education that shall make a really efficient 
citizen. So far as my power extends, I shall begin this next 
term to carry into effect methods, that by the help of the 
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teacher, shall tend to better the physical condition of the 
school children in the town of Dunbarton. The things that 
~ we can do will of course be mostly correctives and pre- 
ventitives. These will not amount to very much unless the 
children can be surrounded with healthful and sanitary con- 
ditions. The latter part of the program is for the town to 
assume. 

My work with the teachers and my relations with you as 
a school board have been very pleasant and harmonious 
throughout the year. A few complaints have been made to 
me by parents; but they have been very courteously made, 
and in every case, so far as I know, have been agreeably 
settled. I appreciate these friendly relations with you, the 
teachers and parents, more than I can express. I think I 
am not mistaken in feeling that the sentiment of the citizens 
of Dunbarton toward their schools has been growing more 
friendly in the past three years. I trust that if my work 
shall continue here, I may hold, and gain more, your confi- 
dence as a direct result of your realization that the schools, 
in which you all are interested, have grown better.
